Thus,if the 
food value of mangels on the farms is put at 
16s. per ton, it means that the amount of 
feeding value contained in a ton of mangels is 
purchasable in the form of maize or imported 
barley for 16s. delivered at the farm. 


Food Values. 


The: ‘food values ' entered in column 4 of 
the table given below have accordingly been 
calculated on this basis. As the report points 
out, “the figure is useful in two ways. 
Firstly, if the cost of production per ton of 
mangels or barley is available, the farmer 
will know *whether he is producing these 
feeding stuffs at a cheaper rate than he can 
buy equivalent feeding stuffs in the open 
market. Secondly, if he cannot sell his 
mangels or barley for more than the feeding 
value given, it will pay him better to feed 
them to his stock, since he cannot buy their 
feeding value more cheaply in the open 
market. On the other hand, if he can get, 
say, 25s. per ton for his mangels, or £11 per 
ton for his barley, sold off the farm, he will 
obviously be making a profit by selling and 
buying in an equivalent amount of feeding 
value, say, in the form of maize at the price 
quoted in the table.”

CURERS NEGOTIATE. 


A deputation from the County Cork 
laimers’ Association recently interviewed 
Messrs. Lunham and Denny, bacon manufac- 
ti:rers, and put forward certain demands on 
the behalf of the Executive.

The first demand was not considered, 
Messrs. Lunham and Denny stating that they | 
vould not do so, because they depended on the | 
pig buyers to give them a regular supply of | 
vigs, and that if they concedéd that demand 
to the farmers, the pig buyers would with-| 
dvaw that Sh AU supply. | 
The second demand for a standardised 
weight was partly conceded. The bacon manu. 
faciurers said they would standardise the’ 
weight of pigs from 1 ewt. 1 qr. 14 lb. to 
1 cwt, 2 qrs. 14 lbs., and if that weight were 
Le*ng changed notification would be given to 
the office of the Farmers’ Association and 
through the Press, so “hat farmers might be 
in a position to note the top or sizeable 
weight. Also that’ in future they would 
publish weekly in the newspapers the top 
veight and the cuts for pigs in the various 
weights. 


As to the third demand that they should 
pay for pigs according to quality. It is pro- 
p:ted to pay for pigs according to quality, 
or, in other words, to pay bonuses to farmers 
delivering pigs of the right kind.

IMPROVEMENT OF 
HUSBANDRY. 


DUBLIN SOCIETY’S PREMIUMS. 


Among the premiums given by the Dublin 
Society tor the improvement of HMusbanary 
and Uther Useful Arts between 15th Novem- 
ber, 1756, and 15th November, 1757, was ong 
of £20 to John Preston, Ballinter, Meath, for 
planting 5,200 timber trees in hedgerows. 
Chas. Artifell received £30 for planting four 
acres 17 perches hops; R. Gorges, Kiibrew, 
£10 for planting 87,900 ozters; Francis 
Goodall. Kileorri], Wexford, £10 for raising 
179 barrels of tlat barley on a holding of 150 
lacres; Barth Clinch, £30 for sowing ó0 acres 
of layland with wheat; Michael Thunder, 
Ballally, Dublin, £7 for saving 2 cwt. clover 
seed; John Sweetman, Hawkins street, £10 
for best beer; to 290 Dublin rag gatherers, 
Sid. in the pound on the value of rags 
gathered, £45, 

| Awards were also made for such ‘things as 
printing paper, lambs’ wool, pelts, gentle- 
men’s hats, reaping hooks, ornament draw. 
ings, and bog draimung. ) 

For the ensuing year the Society, now 
known as the Roval Dublin Society, promised 
premiums for mulberry planting, cotton spin 

ning, carpet making, hedgerow planting, dis- 
covering a workable vem of tin ore, and for 
the greatest amount of land broken up and 
sowed with wheat by renters of 5,200 acres. 

The Society's meetings in those days were 
held at their house in Shaw’s Court, Dame 
street, Dublin. 


UNIFORM PIGS WANTED. 


- 


There are a certain number of bacon 
factories in the country turning out the 
highest guality of bacon, but their complaint 
is that they cannot get enough pigs of the 
best type. Here, then, is a bas and con- 
tinuous home demand which can be profitably 
met from pig breeders and feeders. In order 
to compete successfully with the Danish and 
other corapetition, the output of pigs must be 
uniform and of the type and qualitv the 
market wants. There should be no difficulty 
in producing pigs in\ this country in numbers 
sufficient to supply the whole of the home 
trade, provided that the breeder will stick 
te the business and not go out of pigs when- 
ever there is a temporary set-back in prices. 
Two general economic facts which concern pig 
breeding are that a sow can rear 16 pigs a 
vear, and that a pig can put on live weight 
increase with less food than any other farm 
animal. Few breeders, however, actually rear 
16 pigs from each sow per year, and one of 
the first essentials to. successful pig breeding 
is to keep on selecting sows until a strain is 
established of proved fecundity. 

The idea! tvpe of bacon pig is one that is 
long-sided with muscular, wide back; wide, 
thick, ‘firm loins; heavy hams fleshed to the 
hock, light: head, neck, antl shoulders, and 
thick streak and belly. The carcase should 
show a high percentage of lean to fat and 
should be thin-skinned. Pigs that are poor. in 
the hams, short in the hack, with coarse hind- 
quarters, barrel-shaped sides and narrow be- 
hind the shoulders. should be avoided. Heavy 
limbs, heavy forequarters, thick skins, coarse 


hair and. bristlv manes are equally undesir- 
able. The right kind of pig can be raised in 
many ways, but it must be bred for.

CO-OPERATIVE MARKETING 
OF PRODUCE. 


Reviewing the present position of co-opera- 


of 


tion in regard to farmers’ purchasing 
agricultural requisites, an economic report 


issued by the British Ministry of Agriculture 
gives some useful advice. 

In 1923, the last year for which figures are 
available, there were 193 societies with a 
turnover of upwards of £8,000,000 sterling. 
‘The membership of the societies totalled 
60,000, and the share capital nearly 
£1,000,000, and the total capitalisation from 
all sources nearly £2,000,000. Most of these 
societies are to be found in, Wales and the 
North-West half of England, though the 
largest ones are in the South-Eastern haif 
of. the country, and present business may be 
said to be well spread over the whole of 
England and Wales. 

The report ingeniously divides the societies 
‘Truck-load,’’ ‘‘ Storage,’’ and “' De- 
livery ” societies, according -to their prevail- 
ing characteristic, The truck-load society 
does not handle goods itself, but arranges de- 
livery to members’ railway stations, buying 
in bulk direct from the prime source. The 
storage society holds the goods bought whole- 
sale, its members collecting from the common 
store. The delivery buys wholesale 
and arranges delivery by road direct to mem 
bers’ premises. The divisions are not, o 
course, absolutely clean-cut, as societies in 
one group sometimes undertake the functions 
of those in the others. Of the 193 societies, 
20 are truck-load societies, 79 storage socie- 
ties and 94 delivery societies. The report fol- 
lows up this division by further sub-divisions 
within the three groups, giving instructive 
examples, with pertinent and helpful observa- 
tions upon each. The question of the federa- 
tion of societies for trading purposes Is care- 
fully examined, and the information and ad 
vice given upon it will, no doubt, be noted 
by the Management Committees of existing 
societies, 

The concluding observations of the report 
are important. It says :— 

“he more, successful societies have gener- 
ally attained their position by selling at mar 
ket prices, by insisting on prompt payment 
and by prudently conserving their resources 
over a number of years. The general 
trend of market prices for farm requisites is 
such that, with economical administration, a 
its members support it in this 
policy, can, within a reasonable space of 
time, build up a strong financial position. 
Having reached that position, it is able to 
employ its funds in the development of its 
business, to invest them in subsidiary co 
operative ventures, to distribute future profits 
in the form of cash bonuses, or to give ex 
tended credit to its members. This opens up 
a constructive possibility of considerable 
economic interest. The majority of farmers 
obtain credit from merchants in respect of 
fertilisers and feeding stuffs, and much has 
been said and written of the undesirable 
nature of this accommodation. Credit from 
farmer-owned supply societies is not. open to 
the same objections, and, as is conclusively 
shown in the report, it is in the power of far- 
mers, if they so desire, to build up their own 
credit system through co-operative purchase 
organisations, and, having control of the 
systenis themselves, to secure it from abuse.” 
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VALUE OF WHITE CLOVER. 


On the subject of “ white clover,” a six- 
yenny trea has been issued by the 
tritish Ministry of Agriculture, It is a very 


interesting account of the history, cultivation 
and various properties of the plant, written 
by Mr. W. M. Ware, M Sc., of the South- 
Eastern Agricultural College, Wye, Kent. 
As all farmers know, white clover provides 
a most excellent sheep food, helps to enrich 
the soil in nitrogen, and is of great assistance 
in resisting drought. Furthermore, clover 
hay contains half as much more nitrogen 
than does meadow hay. There can be no 
question that by increasing the Eas of 
white clover is grassland, the feeding value 
and stock-carrying capacity of the land can 
be much deeroh hrs The plant 1s, therefore, 
one which merits the attention of all growers 
who are considering mixtures for their leys 
or permanent pastures. 
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Mr. A. Odlam, Portarlington, who won 
first prize with the new Burton malting barley 
at the Brewers’ Exhibition, London, stated at 
an Athy meeting that from 30 acres he ob- 
tained . barrels. He sold it for 35s. per 
barrel, less 4s. per barrel freight. For Spratt- 
Archer, which was second, Mr. Odlum re- 
ceived 25s. per barrel, less 3s. freight, de- 
livered at Bristol. He advocated the growing 
of two kinds of barley in order to have an 
alternative market, and growing a type for 
which there would be several buyers. The 
new Burton malting barley is used chiefly in 
the production of pale ale.

FAVOURABLE. 

Frofessor Magennis—Does the Minister 
suggest that nobody else is affected by this 
agreement except the 20,000 people. Is there 
not repercussion on the others? 

Mr. O’Higgins—None but favourable re- 
percussion on the others, (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Baxter said that they could have had 
peace at a price long ago. The treatment 
that the Nationalists in the North were re- 
ceiving was worse than the “ Blaek and 
Tans '’ gave them in the Free State. To his 
own knowledge, a clergyman had been held 
up twelve times in one day, and andther 
clergyman six times, by the “ Specials.”

Mr. McGilligan—I have two brothers there 
and they had not that experience. 

Mr. Baxter—They must be a favourite 
couple. As to the spirit of good-will, he 
continued, how many arrests had been made 
in Belfast the other day, and how many men 
had been interned without any trial or 
charges made against them. Were the 
Ministers conscious of those conditions when 
they were discussing the agreement? 

Mr. O’Higgins—Very much so. 

Mr. Baxter—I want to hear from them 
something about this, and if they got any 
guarantee that these conditions would cease’ 

Mr. O’Higgins said that when one had dis- 
cussions of that kind lasting for over a week, 
an‘ a particular result had been come to, he 
thought that it was not open to any of the 
representatives engaged in these discussions to 
talk of anything but the result. It was not 
open to the representatives to go back to 
their Parliaments and talk about the various 
discussions. 

STANDING BY RESULT. 

' We are,” he said, ' standing over the 
result, and it is not open to any three or four 
who took part in the discussion to go into 
elaborate detail as to the course of the dis- 
cussions.”

THE GRANT-IN-AID. 

‘They would have observed, he added, by

Negotiations on 
the subject were continued for over a fort- 
night, ard it was on the evé of the general 
agreement heing signed that he consented to 
the larger figure of £1,200,000, and as a com- 
promise he (Sir James) for his part consented 
to a more speedy demobilisation of the force. 
In addition to this, their responsibility for 
oe: and stores to the amount of 
£700,000, had been generously waived. There 
would still, however, be a considerable ex- 
benditure to be borne out of Northern Ireland 

unds. 

He would like to stress the point that this 
was the last grant, unfortunately, that they 
‘were to receive from the Imperial Governmert 
Kvery penny of expenditure, therefore, over 
and above this grant must be defrayed out 
of their own funds, and with the 
already great strain imposed upon their 
own Exchequer by the heavy deficit 
in the Unemployment Fund honourable 
members would appreciate that generosity.

They had throughout their period of service 
paid each member of the ‘‘ A" Force a bounty 
in lieu of pension, which, at. the special re- 
quest of the mén themselves, had been paid 
quarterly, instead of at the termination of 
their service, and, in addition, they proposed 
to facilitate as far as they could the members 
of the Force by giving leave, with pay, for a 
short period prior to their final discharge.

THE “ 8" FORCE. 

He now ¢ame to the “'B"’ Specials, which 
the House was aware was to all intents a 
voluntary force.

Agticulture and Transport. 


At the annual meeting of the General 
Council of County Councils in Dublin 
yesterday two subjects of much interest to 
the Irish people were discussed. One was 
agriculture and the other 
Senator P. W. Kenny, who was re-elected 
Chairman of the Council for the coming 
year, described the condition of agriculture 
in the Free State in the gloomiest terms. 
A position had been reached, he declared, 
in which farmers were sowing crops, but 
had no assurance that they would be worth 
Prices had 
fallen to such an extent that agricultural 
producers were in a very bad way; and 
the heavy declinc in exports was creating 
a situation of extreme gravity. Un- 
doubtedly, there is ample cause ior 
Senator Kenny’s uneasiness, Last year 
the Free State had an adverse balance of 
£18,000,000 ; this year the deficit, probably, 
will be even higher. This growing excess 
of imports over exports is due almost 
entirely to the acute depression of the 
Free State’s agricultural industry. The 
cattle trade is losing ground with melan- 
choly steadiness. Irish beef no longer 
commands the British market, and cattle- 
raisers in this country are being forced to 
watch the successful invasion of their 
former preserves by rivals from all parts 
of the world. Butter and bacon alike are 
sharing the cattle’s fate. Whereas in the 
old days Irish butter was regarded as 
being second to none, it now must yield 
pride of place to the produce of Denmark, 
Holland and New Zealand. The Free 
State actually is importing more bacon 
than it exports, in spite of the fact that 
Limerick bacon once had no peer; and 
the loss of trade which has followed the 
decay of these three staple exports is be- 
ginning to make itself felt in every branch

of the nation’s economic life. 

Agriculture depends largely on trans- 
port. One of the most difficult problems 
which must be faced in this country is 
the improvement of carrying facilities 
between field and market. The Council of 
County Councils merely touched the hem 
of the subject yesterday when it passed 
a resolu‘ion limiting the weight of motor 
lorries to five tons and their speed to eight 
miles per hour. It is, unfortunately, true 
that the roads of the Free State are in a 
shocking condition, and that heavy motor 
traffic is making them worse; but without 
the development of road transport on a 
large scale agriculture cannot hope gto 
flourish. What the Free State needs is 
not lighter and slower lorries, but better 
and more efficient roads. The railways, 
of course, must continue to play their 
part in the carriage of agricultural 
produce; but, unless they can use the 
roads as auxiliaries, very little progress 
can be made. In England road and rail 
have been brought into almost perfect 
harmony. The British railway system is 
the most efficient in the wérld ; yet Britain 
spends no less than £200 a year on every 
mile of road. The corresponding figure in 
the Free State is £40. The County 
Councils are approaching the problem 
from the wrong side. To limit the weight 
end speed. of motor vehicles so drastically 
is to put a severe penalty on road trans- 
port. Mr. Matthews, of Meath, said yes- 
terday that the railways must be sup- 
ported. We agree with him entirely ; but 
it would be very foolish to leave the roads 
out of account. 

Next week a National Transport Congress 
will be held in Dublin. Several distin- 
guished authorities on transport problems 


we trust that the movement in favour of 
a progressive policy will receive the fullest 
possible support. Agriculture and trans- 
port are twin problems which affect the 
economic future not only of the Free State, 
but also of Northern Ireland, and we 
suggest that the coming Congress offers 
an excellent opportunity for the founda- 
tion of a joint policy. The two Irish 
Governments have undertaken to meet, as 
occasion arises, for the discussion ci 
riatters of mutual concern. Surely the 
vital problem of roads and railways falls 
into this category, The participation of 
Northern and Southern Ministers at next 
week's Congress in Dublin, while the. ink 
is hardly dry on the London Agreement,

Whether a farmer lives on this or on that 
side of the border, he is faced with 
identical, difficulties; whether he ships 
his cattle and his produce through Dublin 
or Belfast, Cork .or Derry, adequate 
transport facilities are equally essential 
to his welfare. We hope sincerely that 
this opportunity of common counsel will 
not be ‘lowed to slip, and that the 
National Transport Congress may make a 
big bresch in the barrier which has 
separated our two Irish States for the 
last four years. 


Memory of the Dead. 


For twenty years the Association for 
the Preservation of the Memorials of the 
Dead in Ireland has toiled at a noble 
and a sacred task. It has published copies 
of parish registers which hitherto have 
been virtually inaccessible, and it has 
collected from contributors records taken 
from old Bibles, tombstones or memorial 
brasses, Much of the material printed by 
the Irish Memorials Association—as the 
society) now is called—would have perished 
from human ken but for the Asscciation’s 
work ; for in the holocaust of destruction 
which | swept over our land in the last 
few years original documents were lost 
in millions. To-day the Association’s 
work has a national importance; for it is 
nothing less than the reconstruction of the 
nation’s past. The latest issue of the 
Association’s ‘‘ Journal’’ shows that its 
activities owe their continuance to barely 
two hundred pious subscribers and the 
voluntary labours of well-known scholars. 
Here are some two hundred pages of 
memorial inscriptions copied from grave- 
yards in sixteen of Ireland’s thirty-two 
counties — inscriptions ,which preserve 
fragmentary memories of families whose 
descendants will prize the curious details 
thus rescued. Here, too, are sketches of 
coats of arms drawn from old-time graves ; 
and those who know how sacrilegious hands 
have not scrupled in recent times even to 
rob brass from tombstones will realise 
how | valuable these notes may become. 
Irish clergymen and others resident over- 
seas have sent copies of records relating 
to Irish families which they have come 
upon in registers. A photograph shows us 
the gravestone carved in the shape of a 
fiddle in Castle Caldwell graveyard, in 
memory of one Denis MacCabe, a drowned 
fiddler of the eighteenth century, who may 
have been of the same mettle as Denis 
Hempson, the harper; and another shows 
us aiskeleton coffin lid at Beaulieu, County 
Louth—the sixth of its sort thus far found 
in Ireland. Mr. H. C. Lawlor contributes 
an account of the guild of travelling stone- 
cutters who went about Ulster in old days 
carving stones and supplying armorial 
bearings to.order, inventing them, if needs 
be, to please their customers. Qtaintness 
mingles with sadness in the old-world 
records thus laid before the nation by a 
few! public-spfrited persons; and we are 
enabled to catch glimpses of the gentry 
and clergy, the sea captains, soldiers, 
scholars, merchants and farmers who were 
the forefathers of the living race, and now 
are levelled in the dust. Here and there 
an inscription is defective, and a name, 
erased by the weathering of the mason’s 
stone, by a narrow accident has been lost 
for ever, 


English Opera. 


It has been said that, whereas opera is 
subsidised by the State in every other 
country in Europe, in England the State 
is subsidised by the opera. Tens of 
thousands of pounds are collected in the 
form of entertainments tax every year 
from the opera houses of Britain. Per- 
formances, however, are seasonal only, 
and England cannot show, like most of 
the Continental countries, continuous 
operatic performances all the year round. 
It is not remarkable that cther lands 
exceed Britain in the brilliance of their 
musical productions and their people's 
lively appreciation of musical art, when 
the sublime art of the opera from Paris 
to Prague pours forth its influence without 
cease. Little Bohemia—until yesterday a 
petty province of the Austrian Empire, 
but burning always with racial pride— 
built up an operatic art so splendid that 
travellers crossed Europe to hear the 
performances of the Czech singers; but 
great, rich England heard opera only “as 
a sort of ‘social obligation, and imported 
the artists and their plays. England 
was not always thus backward. After the 
Elizabethan drama came Purcell’s operatic 
renderings of Arthurian legends; Shake- 
$peare, for long, was performed in the 
form of operas instead of plays ;” Handel 
naturalised Italian opera, and Gay wove 
together traditional melodies in that 
"Beggar's Opera’’ which still enchants 
* listeners-in.’’ In recent times the light 
operas of Gilbert and Sullivan have given 
distinction to the English stage. Last 
night, at the Central Hall, Westminster, 
under the auspices of council of nearly 
‘two hundred people of eminence in 
national life, a meeting was held to launch 
a National Opera Trust. The trustees 
fim at the raising of £500,000 with the 
object of endowing a British national 
opera. Such a project must command the 
sympathy of every lover of music. 


Italy and Egypt. 


The agreement between Italy and Egypt 
for the rectification of the COyrenaican 
frontier marks the entry of independent 
Egypt into international affairs. Ever 
since the Great War Italy has been busily 
occupied with the definition of the 
frontiers of her African territory. The 
boundaries between Tripoli and Tunis 
were settled with France, and the greater 
part of Jubaland was added to Italian 
Somaliland by agreement with Great 
Britain. In 1919 negotiations were begun 
with Britain—which then exercised a pro- 
tectorate over Egypt—regarding the posses- 
sion of Jarabub, an oasis in the Libyan 
country, about 129 miles inland from 


Sollum. Italy was anxious to bring this | 


definitely within her sway, partly

base for protection of the coastal settle- 
ments from the desert Senussi, and partly 
because European enterprise well might 
succeed in rendering ita commercial 
centre vf some importance. Britain held 
that the oasis was within the true borders 
of Egypt, although the Egyptian Ad- 
ministration did not extend its authority 
a: far as this distant outpost in the desert. 
Since the acknowledgment of Egyptian 
independence Italy has renewed negotia- 
tions, and in return for certain conces- 
sions regarding the water supply of the 
port of Sollum Egypt has consented to 
recognise Italian sovereignty over the 
coveted oasis. Thus Cyrenaica, which 
Italy purposes to develop as energetically 
as France has developed Algeria, Is 
secured from the menace of the desert 


nomads by a bastion*of military staengte 
which may become, also, a meeting-place 
between the merchants of Europe and 
markets of the uncharted hinterland. 


' MR. H. VICTOR LOVE’S 
RECITAL. 


REMARKABLE PERFORMANCE. 


The programme put forward by Mr. H. 
Victor Love, Mus.B., L.R.A.M., A.R.C.O., 
at his recital at the Engineers’ Hall, Dublin. 
last night, was really an amazing one. It 
contained materia] enough for three ordinary 
recitals. As a pianist Mr. Love knows his 
job far better than a good many performers 
who are touring the concert centres with 
much flourish and acclaim; but of showman- 
ship he does not know the alphabet. 

A glance at his programme proves it. He 
started with Bach, as recitalists often de, 
and chose one of the most difficult examples 
in Liszt’s arrangement of the organ Fan- 
tasia and Fugue in G minor. Going on to 
Beethoven, Mr. Love played the Sonata in 
E minor, opus 109, one of those late sonatas 
in which Beethoven tends to become less 
effective pianotically, as he puts on the in- 
strument a greater burden of expression. It 
is a sonata that the student of Beethoven 
may study, but the showy player passes by. 
It is a heavy work, and might well be taken 
as the ptéce de resistance of an average pro- 
gramme. With that Bach, and this Bee- 
thoven, and suitable pauses - for rest, a 
pianist might well be satisfied to conclude 
with a Chopin group, comprising the Ballade 
in A flat, two of the Preludes, and the 
Scherzo in B flat minor. 

Whereas the average recitalist would con- 
sider that he had done well to add to the 
works already mentioned, say. the Dohnanvi 
Rhapsodie No. 3—an extraordinarily difficult, 
brilliant and _ effective composition—Mr. 
Love’s plan took that merely as a piece by 
the way in a series that also comprised four 
of his own compositions, three of the Spanish 
Dances of Granados, a Théme rarié of 
Paderewski, Esposito’s “ Village Féte,”’ and 
one of the most strenuous of the Liszt 
Rhapsodies—the No. 9. 

Mr. Love has a beautiful touch: all that 
music, dashing though it was, he delivered 
without a trace of harshness of pianoforte 
tone; and his feeling for beauty of tone 
would have had excellent scope in, say, one 
or two of MacDowell's little tone-pictures, 
aí 1 they would have been pleasant relief.

CAPTAIN THE HON. COSBY G.

On 
the occasion of his silver wedding at Sopwell 
Hall he was described, at a dinner to the 
tenants of the estate, as “a model] Irish 
landlord, one who lived at home, spent his 
money at home, gives large employment, and 
devoted his time and ability to the good of 
the district.”’ 

Throughout the country, as well as in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Sopwell Hall, 
his death will bring a sense of loss to the 
community. Noted for his generosity and 
kindness of heart, Captain Trench was held 
in the highest respect by all, of whatever 
class or creed, who came in contact with him. 
Captain Trench married, in 1873, Maria, 
eldest daughter of Sir Richard Musgrave, 
Bart., of Tourin, County Waterford, who 
survives him. He leaves three sons, and is 
succeeded in the property by his eldest son, 
Captain Charles 8. M. Trench.

Air Force Economy. 


Lord Birkenhead has been presiding

LORD CARSON’S HOPE. 


A GREAT ADVANCE ON THE 
PATH OF PEACE. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Wednesday. 

There was quite a good attendance in the 
House of Lords when the Earl of Birkenhead 
moved the second reading of the Ireland 
(Confirmation of Agreement) Bill. He laid 
stress on the fact that it had passed the 
House of Commons without a dissentient vote, 
and took occasion to pass some rather strin- 
gent remarks in relation to the conduct of a 
newspaper which had purported to forecast 
the decision which the Boundary Commis 
sioners had arrived at. 

This was, he said. a lamentable breach of 
the honourable traditions of British ' jour- 
nalism, and could only be adequaetly de- 
none on the ground of a dwindling circula- 
ion. 

Lord Arnold expressed his approval of the 
bill, and he claimed, as Mr. J. H. Thomas 
had done.in the Commons the previous even- 
ing, that the settlement had only been made 
possible by the action of the Labour Party in 
setting up the Boundary Commission. 

Lord Carson looked upon the bill as a 
vindication of the attitude which Ulster had 
always taken up. He would like to be opti- 
mistic, but he frankly confessed that he was 
not inclined to trust any British Government 
where Ulster was concerned. He did hope, 
however, that Ulster would cease to be made 
a pawn in the political game. —

thing that had gone before, and he sincerely 
honed that those whose interests he had con- 
sistently gn 8 Ag in the South and West, 
as well as in Northern Ireland, would throw

Lord Birkenhead, with his usual frankness, 
deprecated the introduction of an element 
of discord into an otherwise harmonious dis- 
cussion. He characterised the. noble lord’s 
speech as foolish and narrow, and won- 
dered what Sir James Craig would think 
about it. Criticisms, he observed. were not 
helpful to Ulster, nor to the Free State, and 
but for what the.

DISARMED A 
HIGHWAYMAN. 


SCOTT MEDAL FOR CORK 
GUARD.

For his gallantry in dispossessing an armed 
robber, who had stolen a motor car, of his 
gun, at Castleflynn, Co. Donegal, in August, 
1924, Sergeant John Rooney, then Guard 
Rooney, of Kanturk, County Cork, has been 
awarded the gold medal for valour, presented 
by Colonel Walter Scott, of the New York 
Police. 

Mr. Kevin O Higgins, Minister for Justice, 
in making the presentation, said that there 
was, in his opinion, no greater test of a man’s 
courage and devotion to duty than that under- 
gone by an unarmed man, who voluntarily 
entered into combat with a man armed with 
a gun. 

Mr. O’Higgins went on to say that he was 
very glad to be able to be present at tnat 
function, and to associate himself, and 
through him, the Executive Council, with the 
conferring of this medal, a well-deserved 
tribute to a brave man. 

In honouring Sergeant Rooney, he felt that 
he was honouring a deed characteristic of the 
spirit that had imbued the force since its 
inception in 1922. 

The Mirister of Justice then pinned the 
gold medal on Sergeant Rooney’s breast and 
shook hands with him, amidst loud applause. 

General O’Duffy referred to the arduous 
life of the policeman, and went on to say 
that the task of selecting the one Guard who 
merited the award had , bes a difficult one. 
At lergth, the number of aspirants was re- 
duced to ‘nine, at whose head stood : :rgeart 
Rooney.

CHRISTMAS PARCELS. 


NOTE FORFRIENDS OUTSIDE 
THE FREE STATE,

To look a gift horse in the mouth has 
been deemed a sign of meanness or an act 
of indiscretion—one of those things that 
one simply does not do—for centuries 
before and since the phrase became pro- 
verbial; but experienc- of the working of 
import duties in connection with the parcel 
post has caused many residents in the 
Free State to begin to question the value 
of gifts. 

The Revenue authorities made a good 
haul last Christmastide as a consequence 
of the failure of generous friends and 
relatives in Great Britain or in six 
counties of Ireland to appreciate the 
possibility that their gift-parcels to people 
in the Free State, unless carefully chosen, 
might involve the recipients in dispropor- 


tionate expense. 

On every parcel from outside the Free 
State the recipient had to pay the Fost 
Office sixpenny tax; and if the — con- 
tained anything dutiable—even a little sugar 
or fruit in a cake—it was liable to the 
minimum duty charge of half-a-crown. The 
head of a family resident in the Free State, 
and having relatives in England, after pay- 
ing the charges on three ordinary small 
Christmas parcels, had a shilling left out of 
a ten-shilling note. The expense fell with 
hardship above the numerous special expenses 
that a family man must bear at Christmas. 
The actual value of the goods contained in 
the parcels was frequently not as great as 
the sum that had to be paid in duty, tax 
and postage. 

This year the number of parcels liable to 
daty is likely to be larger, and the amount 
of duty payable on particular parcels greater. 
Anything that may be called wooden furni- 
ture, and all articles of clothing, are now 
subject to import duty; and the scope of 
these terms is extraordinarily wide in the in- 
terpretations of the Revenue Commissioners. 
Furniture has been held to include many 
articles which senders would think of only as 
tovs or household implements. The inclusion 
in a parcel of a shilling neck-tie or a small 
framed picture renders the recipient liable 
to the half-crown minimum duty. 

Following is a list of some of the categories 
of goods liable to import duties, in which 
articles likely to be included in Christmas 
parcels may be comprised :—

Many -criticisms were directed towards 
the policy of the Free State Government 
in regard to their licensing legislation at 
a dinner at Jury’s Hotel, Dublin, last 
night, to the newly-elected Senators—Mr. 
Cornélius Kennedy and Mr. Michael 
-Fanning—given by the Committee of the 
Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protec- 


tion Association. 
A COMMON GOAL. 

The Chairman (Mr. Vincent Fagan), pro- 
posing the toast of ‘‘ Our Native Land,” said 
that no country in Europe was capable of 
greater developments and vitality amongst the 
nations than Ireland. Climate, geographical 
position, natural resources were all in her 
favour. 

Those who knew Ireland well often 
wondered why people went abroad to look for 
scenery. He was glad to see a great develop- 
ment in the tourist traffic: it only required 
organisation and enlightenment to attract mil- 
lions of pounds through it annually. The 
first step towards bringing real greatness to 
their native land was to sink their differ- 
ences, political, religious and racial, and work 
each in his own walk of life towards the com- 
mon goal of creating a great, prosperous and 
happy motherland. It was not too much to 
hope that Irishmen would use that freedom 
wisely and worthily. Great sacrifices had 
been made to achieve that freedom, and it 
was only by hard work and unselfish devotion 
to duty that they could reap the full benefit 
of independence. 

PLEA FOR UNITY. 

Captain W. E. Redmond, T.D., responding, 
said that in all parts of this country fiey 
were living in times which required sober re- 
flection and serious consideration, but the one 
aim and ambition was to see in the tuture 
an Ireland united, and one from North 
to South, and from East 
under one. flag, for the common weal. They 
wanted to see good Sh good fellow- 
ship, good comradeship, an próca be- 
tween all classes and creeds and sections of 
the Irish people; and by the Irish people he 
meant people who were citizens of what used 
to be known as Ireland. 

He referred to the return of Messrs. 

Kennedy and Fanning at the recent Senate 
elections, and to the manner in which the 
election was conducted, and to the principles 
for which they stood. He felt certain that 
these two gentlemen, in looking after their 
interests, would not ferget, or set aside for 
one moment, the interests of their native 
land. 
In days gone by, continued Captain Red- 
mond, when fighting was done, not by the 
sword, but by constitutional means, and 
when something was done, the licensed trade 
of Ireland was at the back of the constitu- 
tional movement. 


PLAIN CPEAKING. 

Dr. Lorcan Sherlock, who also responded, 
said that when he looked at the adverse 
trade balance, the reduction in their cattle 
exports, the losing of over half a million a 
year in the conduct of the Irish railways, 
and when he knew that trade and commerce 
in their capital city was on the decline, he 
thought the time had come for perfectly 
plain speaking. 

Let them recognise frankly, on the other 
side, the great and good work that had been 
done, and was being done. The Land Bill 
that was passed in the last session of the 
Dail would, in the course of six or seven 
years, enable them to make great strides 
towards prosperity, and they all hoped that 
the recent legislation in regard to the cattle

Having referred to the housing and other 
legislation, Dr. Sherlock suggested that | 
there might be some slowing down in the 
progress of legislaion, which involved the tax- 
yer in additional cost, unless there was 
roof that it was bound in the immediate 
bhan to bring prosperity to the country. 


PROGRESS BY DIPLOMACY. 

Troposing the health of Senators Kennedy 
and Fanning, Mr. Anthony O’Grady said 
that he had always held that the trade 
could win any election if they set their 
minds on it. In the old days they did not 
want direct representation, because they had 
the their good friends of the Irish Party, 
who had got them out of many tight corners 
in the debates on the other side. Now 
their friends were not so numerous, and it 
was up to them to look after themselves. 

The Government had inflicted a very serious 
hardship on them in the “ endorsement clause ”’ 
in the Licensing Act. That was the greatest 
stigma that could be put on any trade: it 
denied them even the treatment afforded to 
the burglar and murderer. After such an 
indignity he did rot know how any self- 
respecting man could support the Government. 

Vr. Jonn Higgins, supporting, said that 
he hoped to see the day when the national 
Government would ke composed of business 
men. If it was, the country would be in a 
better position than it was to-day. 


ENDORSEMENT OF LICENCES. 

Senator Kennedy, responding, said that 
he realised that the election of Senator 
Farning and himself was a great victory for 
their trade. Referring to the compulsory en- 
dorsement sections of last year's Licensing 
Act, he said that if the law was just the 
penalty should bear. a reasonable proportion 
to the crime, but one endorsement on a 
trader's licence was at least equivalent to a 
fine of one-third of his entire property. 

The report of the Liquor Commission, he 
said, was an entirely washy document for the 
most part, and omitted some recommendations 
which all the witnesses were united in favour- 
ing. One of those was in reference to the 
‘* off’ wine licence. 

It was obvious that the country could be 
made more sober only by securing that the 
people would drink less, and yet the report 
asked that all the compensations for those 
who lose their licences should be paid by 
those that would remain—an absolutely dis; 
honest and illogical proposal. 

They demanded that the District Justice 
should have full power to consider each case 
on its merits. The attitude of the trade to 
all this grandmotherly interference was one 
of absolute repudiation until the country made 
a demand at the general election for such 
reforms as might be in accord with justice. | 

They felt that their trade was safe in the 
hands of the electors, but, in the meantime, 
they denied Ministers and officials the 
right either to legislate for their trade or 
appoint commissions, whose report repre- 
sented the views of nobody but themselves 
and the Minister who, before they sat at all, 
put into their mouths, in the form of a 
column and a half of a letter in the Press, 
what their nfidings were to be. | 

Senator Michael Fanning, who also replied, 
said that he defied any man to say that there 
was a section.of the economic life of the 
country disassociated from the licensed trade. 
The economic position of the country was as 
bad to-day as it was forty years ago, if not 
worse. Every day they had complaints of the 
enormous number of unemployed and of the 
difficulty of getting employment for them. 
In spite of that, their alleged reformers said 
that half the trade must be wiped out. Half 
the licensed trade represented 30,000 Irish- 
men and women and children. If their means 
of livelihood were taken from them, what 
alternative had the roformers to offer, except 
the ouse, the dole, or the emigrant

PARIS, Wednesday. 

Marthe Moreuil (also known as Marcella 
Monseil), the self-confessed spy, was examined 
this afternoon by the magistrate, M. Peyre. 
The two bags belonging to her which were 
seized in the police raid on the premises in 
the Rue de Suresnes, as well as her trunk, 
which was taken at the time of her arrest at 
the Gare de Lyon, were opened in front of 
her. They were found to contain nothing 
but personal belongings, which had no con- 
nection with the charges brought against her 
and the three Englishmen whom she had 
accused. The only letters found were letters 
from her friend, Mr. William Fisher, and they 
had nothing to do with spying. 

There was nothing whatever to show any 
relations hetween the wireless store in the 
Rue de Suresnes and the British Military 
Intelligence Service, , 

The searches carried out by the police at 
the residences of the three Englishmen— 
Messrs. John Leather, Oliver Philipps, and 
William Fisher—have had the same negative 
result. The only object found which could 
be regarded as of a suspicious nature was a 
bottle of secret ink in Marthe Moreuil’s trunk, 
of which she made use, apparently, for her 
private correspondence with her lover. 

To-day there is a tendency in the French 
Press to ask if, after all, the affair is quite as 
sensational as it was pictured. The 7'empo, 
after stating that the judicial examination 
will show how far the statements of Marthe 
Moreuil affect the national. defence, adds, ‘* It 
would be wise to exercise prudence and 
reserve until we are cognisant of all the éle- 
ments in the affair, and not to exaggerate the 
importance of facts with the sole idea of find- 
‘ug an argument against a Government that 
has again recently given sure proofs of its 
feelings of friendship towards France.

Lord Glenavy vacated the chatt, which, on 
the motion of Dr. O'Sullivan, seconded by 
Sir Bryan Mahon, was taken by Mr. Andrew 
Jameson. } 

Mr. Westropp Bennett said it had been 
suggested by some members that the Chair- 
man and Vice-Chairman should be elected 
for one year only, and he thought that that 
course ought to se followed. 

The Chairman said that he was in the 
chair for one purpose only, and that was 
for the election of Chairman. 

Mr. Bennett bowed to this ruling. 

Mr. McLoughlin then moved that Lord 
Glenavy be re-elected for the next three 
years. He reminded the Senate that he had 
made a similar motion three years ago. He 
then stated that his object was to wipe out 
old political landmarks, and to institute a 
movement towards real peace and content- 
ment throughout Ireland, based on a process 
of good-will and of a realisation of the fact 
that they were all Irishmen, whether Pro- 
testant or Catholic, Nationalist or ~Unionist. 
(Hear, hear.) He was sure that that ges- 
ture of his had been much derided, and had 
been much criticised, both then and since, 
and that in the opinion of many of his 
friends it had not materialised. Notwith- 
standing derision and criticism, his faith had 
not been in the least shaken in it, and that 
day he was more convinced than ever that, 
if the experiment of self-covernment in this 
country was to he a success, and if this 
State was to make any advance towards 
stability and material prosperity, it could 
only do so by rising superior to all old 
bogies and all old prejudices, and by sub- 
stituting for racial and sectarian divisions 
the ideal of an Ireland common to all parties, 
and to which al! could give allegiance. 

Dr. Gogarty said that he believed there 
was a ruling that in the case of applicants 
for office there should he no speeches in 
Proposing them. 

Mr. McLoughlin said that when he pro- 
posed Lord Glenavy on the previous occasion 
there were speeches. 

‘Lord Glenavy said that the rule referred 
to by Dr. Gogarty applied only to casual 
vacancies. 


CO-OPERATION NECESSARY. 

Mr. McLoughlin said that Dr. Gogarty 
should not be so ‘ jumpy.” To-day it was 
more necessary then ever that they shou!d 
turn a deaf eer to all those who attempted to 
put barriors in the way of co-operation, either 
in tha shape of old political shibboleths or of 
ironclad principles. No matter what” was 
done elsewhere, no matter what the force of 
bad example that whs shown them, they 
must be no party to such a degredation of the 
tone of our public life in this country as to 
choose men for our positions of honour and of 
trust by any other test than that of merit 
and capacity. He thouzht that the Senate 
had no reason to regret that it gave a lead 
to that policy at the outset of its career three 
years ago by the unanimous election of Lord 
Glenavy as chairman. (Hear, hear.) 

He thought that the Senate could congratu- 
late itself in securing for its chaifman during 
the firct trving period of its existence a man 
of the eminence and high judicial qualities of 
Lord Glenavy, who not only presided over 
their deliberations with wisdom and tact, but 
gave an example of courage and pluck which 
should not be forgotten; because when they 
first met here, three years ago, the very exist- 
ence of this House and of the Dail was 
seriously threatened.

The decision of the National Wages Board 
for the Railways on the claims of the British 
companies for a wages reduction, and the 
programme of the unions for increases, was 
announced last night. 

The effect is practically the maintenance of 
the status quo, with only slight concessions 
to the companies. 

The Board’s findings are embodied in a 
majority report signed by the chairman, the 
trade union representative, representatives 
of the users of railways, and representatives 
of the Great Western and Southern Railway 
Companies. 

This states that the railway companies have 
not made out a sufficient case for immediate 
reduction in base and current rates, and the 
Board are unable to entertain any of the 
applications made on behalf of the trade 
Board, however, recommends 
that new entrants to adult grades after 
February 1st next shall be paid at “B” 
rates. 

The Board expresses the unanimous opinion 
that the rapid growth of road motor transport 
constitutes a serious menace to the railway 
industry, which is put in the position of 
assisting to subsidise a formidable and in 
creasing cOmpetition—‘‘a state of affairs 
which ought not to be allowed to continue.”

HEIR LOSES FORTUNE AND 
GOES TO PRISON. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
FROM Our OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
CAIRO. 

After an eleven days’ hearing, the Cairo 
Court has concluded one of the most ex- 
traordinary trials ever heard in Cairo. 
Count Henri Sakkakim, heir to a fortune 
f over £500,000, was convicted of plotting 
an attempt on the life of Sheik Mohammed 
Maraghi, President of the Higher Religious 
Court. Together with two accomplices, 
Abdel Aziz Hussein Mamdouh and 
Mohammed Shorbagi, the Count was sen- 
tenced to four years’ penal servitude for the 
vitriol attack upon the judge last January. 
Th: Court also decided that Count Henri 
is not entitled to inherit the fortune to 
which he was heir from his father’s estate. 
The Court also” decidéd not to. convitt 
Hamed Bassel Pasha, Vice-President of the 
Zaghiouist Party and Vice-President of the 
former Chamber of Deputies, of charges of 
obtaining money fraudulently by accepting 
from parties in the Sakkakini inheritance 
law suit £32,000 in return for a promise to 
use his influence with the President of the 
Court to secure judgment in their favour. 
Haried Bassel Was accordingly acquitted. 
The ‘case had aroused enormous interest 
in Egyptian circles, on account of its 
political connections and the dramatic story 
surrounding the central figure of Henri 
Gakkakim,.“““Plhns ~ picturesque individual, 
concerning whose origin nothing certain is 
known, was adopted many years ago by 
Count Habib Sakkakini Pasha, an ultra-rich 
landowner, who died childless three years 
ago, leaving all immovable property, valued 
at half a million sterling, to a trust, with the 
sole life interest. to his adoptee, who, since 
adoption, has been known as Henri 
Sakkakini. 
No testamentary dispositions regarding the 
movable property, valued at something under 
£100,000 sterling, which under the law of the 
Greek Church, to which the deceased 
belonged, go to the next-of-kin, were made. 
The deceased’s cousins thereupon instituted a 
claim in the Patriarchal Court, but were 
dumbfounded when Henri Sakkakini produced 
documents demonstrating that the deceased 
years ago secretly married in an Austrian 
mountain village a woman, who died a year 
later after giving birth to a son, who Henri 
Sakkakini documentarily convinced the Court 
was. himself. The Court, therefore, gave 
judgment, giving Henri possession of the 
movable property also; but the cousins, sus- 
pecting fraud, instituted inquiries, and subse- 
quently secured a reversal of the decision by 
roviding an amazing'y clever scheme whereby 
Henri had secured documents falsely proving

OXPORD.............. 8 CAMBRIDGE - 
Afte ra very hard struggle and a fine display of 
football at stamford Bridge yesterday, the University 
match ended in a draw, with two goals to each 
side. This was the third indecisive result in seven 
games played since the war, and the record of 
victories remains even at 21 to both. 

On a glorious afternoon it was remarkable that 
hó more than 68,200 people went to the Cheisea 
Club's ground to see an encounter that promised 
well. Those present did not have a dull moment. 
From the kick-off until the whistle sounded for the 
last time the football went at a splendid pace, with 
excHing incidents crowding on one another so 
rapidiy that the players went through a very exact 
ing ordeal. Two different types of football were on 
view, Cambridge Kicking long and using passes 
from one wing to the other, whereas the Oxford 
backs and halves preferred to keep the ball low 
even when clearing their lines, and their forwards 
did much more shots passing with the ball on the 
ground than ever did the Cambridge front line 

The tactics adopted suited each side, and there 
was nothing better in the match than the way ti 
wing forwards of Cambridge got the ball under 
control as it came from far away and olten al a 
considerable height. Oxford varied their methods 
more in the second half, when, in turn, they had 
the help of a fresh wind blewing over their left 
shoulders, and it seemed as if they would pull the 
match off, after twice being a goal to the bad, but the 
weakness that had seemed probable prevented them 
from gaining the reward of many desperate 
attempts. Their inside forwards were apt to shoot 
badly, though at the very end J. 8. Smith, the 
centre, put in a beautiful left foot shot, which 
Russell did we'l to turn over the bar. . 

Beyond question, the defences gave chief strength 
to each side; but the new off-side rule allowed very 
many dangerous attacks to be made, despite the 
splendid work by beth middle lines and the 
determined way in which al! the backs tackled um. 
flagging rivals or met the ball. 

Among an exceptionaliy good lot of halves and 
full-backs the two pivots stood out most prominently. 
A. ©. J. German, for Oxford, and W. T. Whewell 
were the great sueveses among the twenty-two 
players, of whom not one did badly. 

Perhaps the centre-forwards showed to least 
advantage, but that was main!” for the good reason 
that they met soch stalwart and skilful opponents. 

Whewell, besides playing a gteat game in thwart- 
ing the efforts of the Oxford inside forwards, shot 
a superb goal from a few yards inside the Oxford 
half. Marlow, the goalkeeper, had punted out to 
clear, and before he knew what was happening the 
ball, with the wind behind it, came back at great 
speed just under the bar, Harlow seemed helpless, 
and it ia seldom that a goalkeeper can have been 
beaten by such a wonderful shot from so far away, 
as the ball looked to be still rising when Harlow 
just tonched it. 

For a few minutes Oxford appeared rather de- 
moralised by this extraordinary goal, but they 
sdon pulled themselves together, and Fisher, a very 
smart outside left, made the way for a good goal 

Chadder. Fisher trapped the ball from a

RESILIENT RUBBERS. 

The striking feature oí the Rubber Share 
market (says the Hyening News) is the 
resiliency which it shows in the face of profit- 
taking. This was well ‘illustrated on ‘l'ues- 
day when, at the opening of business, there 
was a strong influx of selling orders to secure 
rofits, with the result that this market had 
its first serious set-back for several weeks.

A BAD CLAUSE. 

He believed that it was a bad clause, and 
could have done no good, but it might have 
done harm. His view was that the chairman 
of it would have been appointed by the 
British Government, or on their nomination. 
The position would be that they would have 
a body dealing solely with Northern interests, 
and the chairman would naturally vote with 
the Northern representatives, as they would 
be dealing with Northern affairs. If represen 
tatives of the Free State went to the Council, 
and interfered in Northern affairs, their 
action would naturally be resented by the 
Northern representatives. The idea that thar 
Council would obtain additional powers was 
wholly chimerical. If they wanted good re- 
lations to continue they should never as 
their representatives to go to the Council. 

He believed that unity would result from 
two things. First, by letting the Northern 
people alone to go their own way ; by letting 
the responsibility and difficulties of Govern- 
ment do their work, and in breeding tolera- 
tion and moderation greater than that which 
existed at present; and, on the other hand, 
by doing their business im the Free Stats 
well, fostering industry and by creating a 
condition of affairs that the Northern people 
would feel that there was material gain in 
joining the Free State. 

Further, they should look for the process 
of evolution, and to the two parts being 
brought together again by economic and com- 
mercial forces born of their geographic posi- 


tion.

The Speaker intervened to warn the Deputy 
that he would get into serious trouble if he 
dil not address himself to the agreement and 
not to the Deputies who had spoken against. 

The Deputy concluded by saying that the 
majority of the people of Cork were for the 
agreement, which they accepted in a spirit of 
good-will. 

Mr. Padraig O’Maille said that the question 
was one which they should approach in as 
cool and as dispassionate a manner as pos- 
sible, and keeping far away from personalities, 
(Hear, hear.) Apart from any feelings he 
might have on the question, he would have to 
pay a yg, Ser to two Deputies who had 
spoken. Jeputies Cooper and Thrift had 
shown by their speeches on the motion their 
real and abiding interest in the country, their 
true patriotism He differed from them on 
the question before the House, byt that did 
not lessen his respect for them. 

“ There is, however. one part of Deputy 
Cooper s ma with which I must find fault, 
that in which he said that he represented a 
minority. Deputy Cooper would be elected in 
Co. Dublin for his own merits. regardless of 
any opinions or associations that he had in 
the past. . That is also true of the representa- 
tives of Trinity College, who since this Dail 
came into being after the Treaty have been 
most helpful members of the Assembly.” 
(Applause from all parts of the Chamber.) 

Continuing, he repudiated any suggestion 
that he or those who thought with him on 
the question were moved by bobs, They were 
moved only by what they believed were the 
best interests of Ireland. 

BACK TO 1921. 

He had not changed his position since 1921, 
when he supported the Treaty as the best 
thing for Ireland; but he did not support it 
to see it whittled away at the dictates of 
Sir: James Craig or the English people. If 
the Treaty was to be changed, it ought to be 
made possible for the elected Deputies of the 
people to take their places in the.Dail. It 
was not fair to hold an imaginary sword 
over the heads of the Irish ople.
